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CHRISTMAS THREE 


By David D. Olson 
County Extension Director 


Although Christmas is over 9 
months away, now is the time for 
private landowners to begin their 
planning for future production of 
high quality plantation trees. Over 
13,000 persons are growing Christ- 
mas trees in Michigan plantations, 
but the market can continue to ab- 
sorb high quality trees. Many pri- 
vate owners in this area might 
consider going into the production 
-of plantation grown trees and real- 
ize a reasonable return on their 
investment. 

One of the prime reasons for 
private owners entering the 
Christmas tree business and fail- 
‘ing to realize a profit is that the. 


—fR-advanced--planning—of—the—bus-— 


iness was not adequate or there 
was no planning at alf. ! 


In order to profitably produce 
trees, the owner sliould have an 
aréa that is relatively~level or’ at 
least level enough to permit~ the 
use of.equipment-in planting, care, 
and harvesting of the crop. The 
soils: can vary from poor quality 
Grayling sand to a bette “quality 
sandy loam:;.Some species are 
better adapts to the higher qual- 
ity soils than others and those 
species should not be planted on 
light sand. 


THE MOST- popular specie of 
tree grown for: Christmas trees is 
the Scotch pine. The Scotch pine 
will grow rapidly on many differ- 
ent sites, and the market readily 
accepts high quality trees. It is 
ortant that. any. potential grow- 
er purchase seedlings -that come 
from good quality seed sources. 
The better. seed sources will pro- 
duce a bright green colored tree 
that will not- turn yellow in the 
months before cutting. French 
Green, French Blue, and Evergreen 
are all good seed sources. 

The spruces are moving up in 
the popularity seale with tree 
buyers, but spruce requires a 
better site. than Scotch . pine. 
Spruce should be planted on well- 
drained loam soils or sandy soils 
with clay in the subsoil. The 
Spruces are susteptible to late 
spring frost damage and low 
frosty areas “shovld be avoided . 
in planting. 

Other species commonly being 
planted. for Christmas tree pro- 
ductiion are Red pine, Douglas-fir; 
Austrian pine, and Norway spruce.

EDWIN J. MARSHALL, JR. PASSES IN TOLEDO 


Edwin John Marshall, Jr., Toledo 
attorney who was active in civic 
and political affairs, died Wednes- 
day, March 3, 1965, in a Toledo 
Hospital after collapsing at his 
home, 5005 West Central Avenue. 
Mr. Marshall, who was 54 on 
March 2nd, had been ill a long 
time. : 

-A native of ‘Toledo, he was. grad- 
uated from Williams College, Wil- 
liamstown, Mass., in 1933 and Cor- 
nell University law school in 1936. 
Becoming a member of the Ohio 
bar the following year, Mr. Mar- 
shall joined the county prosecu- 
tor’s staff, where. he worked near- 
ly a year without pay. Early in 
1938 he ,joined the law firm now 
known as’ Marshall, Melhorn, Bloch 
& Belt then headed by. his ‘father, 
the late E. J. Marshall, Sr. 


Mr. Marshall was active in the 
the GOP presidential nominee in 
at least four elections. He was one 
of the founders and vice-president 
of the. first Hisenhower-for-Presi- 
dent Association incorporated in 


Ohio.. He also was vice-chairman; 


of the Independent Citizens Com- 
mittee for Eisenhower and Nixon, 
in which he -headed campaign ac- 
tivities in fifteen northwestern 
Ohio counties. 

He was co-founder of Art Inter- 
ests, a nonprofit organization that 
provides scholarships. for young 
artists. In 1949, he headed the third 
Toledo Aquarama festival. 
+Jack, as he was known ~here, 
owned. a summer home on the Au- 
Sable east of Grayling and was ac- 
tive in forestry and stream con- 
servation projects in Michigan.

SPRING WILL come nearly six 
hours ‘later -than--last. year,—-Pro- 
fessor Kosh notes. ‘‘This later 
coming results from the difference 
between the number of days in our 
calendar (365) and the time used 
by the sun in its apparent yearly 
travel around the earth, 365.2422 
days.” 

After the equinox, not only will 
the days be longer, but they will al- 
so be warmer with the sun shining 
more directly over the northern 
hemisphere, Professor Losh says.
